The Directors herewith submit the following report for the 
fiscal year ending June 30th, 1909: 


PHYSICAL PROPERTIES. 


The main line owned by your company extends from New 
Orleans, La., to a junction with the Alabama & Vicksburg 
Railway at Bragg street, Meridian, Miss.................c.csceeeee 195.52 


Your company uses, under agreement, the tracks of the Ala- 
bama & Vicksburg Railway from Bragg street to a con- 
nection with the Alabama Great Southern Railroad near 
owensy-second Avenue, Meridian. .......

Your company also uses, under agreement, the tracks of the 
New Orleans Terminal Company from Terminal Junction 
POMER AL StreGt, INGW.

Your company owns 15.89 miles of second track from Terminal 
Junction to South Point, La., and 91.06 miles of side tracks. 


The main and second track are laid with 75-lb. steel rails. 
There are 2,621 lineal feet of steel bridges and 60,161 feet of 
wooden trestles—in all 62,782 feet (11.89 miles) of bridge struc- 
ture in the main line. This includes Lake Pontchartrain cre- 
osoted trestle, 30,206 lineal feet (5.72 miles). ‘There are also 


120 feet of steel bridges and 3,867 lineal feet of trestles on 
side tracks. 
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During the year two new trestle openings were made to im- 
prove drainage, causing an increase in length of trestles of 48 
feet, 145 feet formerly shown in side tracks are now included 
under second main line and extensions of 65 feet were made 
incident to repair work. The arched culverts built last year at 
openings 180 and 182 were filled during the year, thus reducing © 
trestle lengths by 249 feet, 1 trestle 9 feet in length was filled 
and existing structures were shortened 44 feet. 

New side tracks aggregating 2.51 miles in length were laid 
during the year and 1.62 miles were taken up. In order to 
Simplify property ownership with the New Orleans Terminal 
Company, 0.86 mile of side track located in its yard was sold to 
that company. 


EQUIPMENT. 

Your company owns 66 locomotives, 52 passenger train 
cars and 2,320 freight.and other cars; 600 additional freight cars 
are being purchased under an equipment trust. 

During the year 51 box cars and 70 flat cars were purchased 
and 4 dump coal cars were built to replace destroyed cars, and 
Replacement Fund and Betterment Account have been charged 
with the value of the original equipment restored, the excess 
being charged to Depreciation. ; 

T'wo coaches, 36 coal, 2 dump, 7 fruit, 22 box and 68 flat 
cars were destroyed and the cost of the property has been re- 
duced through Betterment Account by the original cost thereof. 
There still remain in your freight equipment 240 twenty-ton 
cars which are growing old and which are of little use under 
present traffic conditions. These must shortly be replaced by 
modern equipment. | 

During the ten years ending June 30th, 1909, the freight 
equipment has been increased from 1,653 cars to 2,879 cars, an 
increase of 74 per cent., while the carrying capacity has been 
increased from 36,895 tons to 90,520 tons, an increase of 145 per 
cent.

There is an increase in operating revenues of $151,431.81, or 
5.25 per cent., a decrease in operating expenses of $53,213.15, or 
2.47 per cent , an increase in taxes of $18,669.05, or 24.78 per 
cent., and an increase in net operating revenue of $185,975.91. 

Conditions have improved greatly over the previous year 
in freight traffic, but passenger traffic is still unsatisfactory. 

A dividend of 4 per cent. on the registered common stock 
was paid September 3rd, 1908, from the earnings of 1907-08. 


EARNINGS. 


Passenger earnings show a decrease of $42,574.25, or 7.15 
per cent. While local travel has fallen off to the amount 
of $60,213.45 on account.of business depression, improved 
schedules and more desirable terminals have secured an increase 
of $17,639.20 in through travel. | 

Freight revenue has increased $188,652.36, or 9.07 per cent. 
for the year. The principal increases were: cotton, $56,170; other 
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agricultural products, $29,650; lumber and staves, $49,824; live 
stock, $6,826; brick and lime, $6,911; provisions, $6,435; oil, 
$40,510; flour and meal, $11,479. There were decreases of 
| $20,832 in coal, $5,515 in machinery and $5,635 in steel rails.

OPERATING EXPENSES. 


Operating expenses aS prepared under the classification 
prescribed by law, include in addition to actual expenditures 
the original cost of all structures superseded and tracks taken 
up and a depreciation charge of 4 per cent. on the original 
cost of all existing locomotives and cars. 

Maintenance of Way and Structures éxpenses include $4, 308, 
original cost of Little Woods water station which has been 
abandoned, and $3,159, original cost less salvage of 1.62 miles 
of said tracks taken up. 3.59 miles of rails have been relaid on 
curves; 36,832 yards. of slag ballast have been used in repairs; 
99,293 ties have been replaced; 14,048 cubic yards of filling have 
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been used in maintaining banks and $19,944 has been expended 
on repairs of revetment on the shore of Lake Pontchartrain. 


Maintenance of Equipment expenses include $114,574 for 
depreciation charges on equipment in service and $18,231.19, 
the original cost less value recovered on 2 coaches and 135 
freight cars destroyed during the year. Two hundred and 
seventy-four box cars, 6 fruit cars and 9 furniture cars have 
been thoroughly overhauled and rebuilt at outside shops ata 
cost of $49,740.82. 


The increase in Transportation Expenses is caused by 
charging to expenses $36,000 to create a reserve for possible 
liabilities due to a serious accident which occurred at Little 
Woods, La., on November 11th, 1908, in which a New Orleans 
Great Northern train, having trackage rights over your road, 
collided with a local train belonging to your company. The 
crew of the New Orleans Great Northern Railroad Company 
acted in direct violation of duty and disregard of rules and it is 
believed that ultimately the entire loss will fall upon that com- 
pany, but in order to dispose of all claims the two companies 
have agreed to advance the necessary funds therefor in equal 
sums, leaving the final liability for determination later. 


ADDITIONS AND BETTERMENTS. 


The work of replacing wooden trestles 180 and 182 by con- 
crete arches was completed by filling over the arches and remov- 
ing 249 feet of trestle. Two thousand four hundred and fifty- 
four feet of open trestles were replaced by creosoted ballast deck 
trestles at an increased cost of $12,156.60. 


A new passenger station is under construction at Hatties- 
burg. It will be a commodious pressed brick structure, 38x355 
feet, with a train shed and will offer ample accommodations for 
the passenger traffic at that point. The amount expended on 
this building during the year was $61,640.38. Two additional 
section houses were built and an additional room added to the 
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foremen’s houses at South Point, Little Woods and Seabrook to 
provide for additional forces needed in maintenance of the 
second track, the total cost being $3,063. 

The second track from South Point to Terminal Junction 
was opened for traffic in its entire length, 15.89 miles, on De- 
cember 15th, 1908. The total cost is $243,125.87. A. new in- 
terlocking plant has been constructed at the crossing with the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad to include the second tracks 
of each company at a betterment expense of $3,771.18 to your 
company. 

Additional side tracks 2.51 miles in length were built, 
the principal ones being Melrose, 1,211 feet; Hattiesburg, 5,048 
feet; Gravel Pit spur, 2,369 feet; Richburg, 1,750 feet and 
Tyler, 1,002 feet. 1.62 miles of side tracks were taken up and 
0.86 mile was sold. 

Payments aggregating $69,269.40 have been made during 
the year on the trust equipment purchased in 1906. Three 
dump coal cars have been built and 51 box cars and 70 flat cars 
have been purchased to replace destroyed cars, and the original 
cost of the cars replaced, $60,037.82, has been charged to better- 
ment account. One additional coal dump car has been built and 
charged to depreciation account. The original cost of 2 coaches, 
36 coal cars, 2 coal dump cars, 7 fruit cars, 22 box cars and 68 
flat cars has been credited to betterment account. 

The attention of the stockholders is invited to the statistical 
tables furnished by the Comptroller for detailed information as to 
the operations of the company. 

The thanks of the directors and stockholders are due to the 
officers and employes for their faithful discharge of duty.

The main line owned by your company extends from New 


Orleans, La., to a junction with the Alabama & Vicksburg

Your company uses, under agreement, the tracks of the Ala- 
bama & Vicksburg Railway from Bragg street to a con- 
nection with the Alabama Great Southern Railroad near 
Twenty-second Avenue, Meridian................ccc-cccssecsesecseees 0.38 


Your company also uses, under agreement, the tracks of the 
New Orleans Terminal Company from Terminal Junction 
to Canal street, New Orleans, La............cccccerssscecscsvecscesoeces 7.83

Your company owns 15.89 miles of second track from Terminal 
Junction to South Point, La., and 91.63 miles of side tracks. 


The main and second track are laid with 75-lb. steel rails. 
There are 2,621 lineal feet of steel bridges and 60,154 feet of 


wooden trestles—in all 62,755 feet (11.89 miles) of bridge struc- 
ture in the main line. This includes Lake Pontchartrain cre- 
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osoted trestle, 30,206 lineal feet (5.72 miles). There are also 
120 feet of steel bridges and 4,190 lineal feet of trestles on 
side tracks. 


During the year trestles were shortened 27 feet incident to 
repair work. Side tracks purchased contained 323 feet of 
trestle. 


A side track 0.60 miles in length, located on your right of 
way at Hattiesburg, under contract some years ago, was pur- 
chased from the New Orleans, Mobile & Chicago Railroad Co. 
New side tracks aggregating 2.89 miles in length were laid 
during the year and 2.92 miles were taken up. 


EQUIPMENT. 


~ Your company owns 66 locomotives, 54 passenger train 
cars and 2,312 freight and other cars; 600 additional freight cars 
are being purchased under an equipment trust, maturing in 1913. 


During the year 1 dining car, 1 combination mail and bag- 
gage car, 88 dump cars, 39 box cars and 80 flat cars were pur- 
chased and 1 Rodger ballast car and 3 caboose cars were built 
and charged to Additions and Betterments. 


Seventy-one coal cars, 27 fruit cars, 20 box cars, 97 flat 
cars, 2 caboose cars and 2 service cars were destroyed or sold 
and the cost of property has been reduced through the Better- 
ment Account by the original cost thereof. 


There still remains in your freight equipment 86 twenty-ton 
cars which are growing old and which are of little use under 
the present traffic conditions. These will shortly require to be 
replaced by modern equipment. 


During the ten years ending June 30th, 1910, the freight 
equipment has been increased from 1,692 cars to 2,872 cars, an 
_ increase of 70 per cent., while the carrying capacity has been 
increased from 38,600 tons to 94,260 tons, an increase of 144 per 
cent.

There is an increase in operating revenues of $408,013.96, or 
15.44 per cent., an increase in operating expenses of $172,299.00, 
or 8.21 per cent., an increase in taxes of $4,786.36, or 5.09 per 
cent., and an increase in net operating revenue of $230,928.60. 

A dividend of 5 per cent. on the registered common stock 
was paid September 3rd, 1909. 


EARNINGS. 


Passenger revenue shows an increase of $65,568.60, or 11.85 
per cent. There is an increase of $29,624.39 in local travel and 
$35,944.21 in through travel. While conditions are gradually 
improving, the earnings from local travel are still $102,416.00 
less than in the year 1906-07. 

Freight revenue has increased $291,992.08, or 12.87 per. 
cent. for the year. The principal increases were: general mer- 
chandise, $96,684; coal, $59,736; machinery and castings, $53, - 
505; steel rails, $8,429; lumber, $72,863; flour and meal, $14,871; 
provisions, $6,228; grain and hay, $11,281; fruits and vegetables, 
$18,909; liquors, $8,541; fertilizers, $10,641, and miscellaneous 
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articles, $31,212. There were decreases of $90,565 in cotton, 
and $19,186 in oil. The cotton crop in the territory served by 
your line was the shortest in many years. 

Express revenue shows an increase of $23,956.31, or 31.86 
per cent. This increase is due in part to the diversion of ex- 
press business from competing lines while they were interrupted 

_by the storm of September 20th, 1909 and partly to the develop- 
ment in fruit and vegetable business. 

Miscellaneous revenue shows an increase of $26,612.39, or 
26.39 per cent, due to earnings from detoured business of other 
lines during the storm above referred to and to increases in 
Switching, storage and car service.

OPERATING EXPENSES. 

Operating expenses include in addition to actual expendi- 
tures the original cost of all structures superseded and a depre- 
ciation of 3 per cent. on the original cost of all existing locomo- 
tives and cars. 
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Maintenance of Way and Structures includes $15,633, the 
original cost of the round house and turntable at Meridian, 
which have been superseded by new and larger structures, and 
$4,870 for cost of the old passenger station at Hattiesburg which 
was replaced by the new station. It also includes $10,000, 
part cost of remodeling New Orleans yard, made necessary by 
the building of a new levee across the river front. 23,102 
cubic yards of slag and 8,606 eubic yards of gravel were used 
in repairs of ballast; 110,208 ties have been replaced; 9,832 
cubic yards of filling have been used in maintaining banks. 
Bridges, trestles and buildings have been well maintained. 

Maintenance of Equipment expenses include in addition 
to the full maintenance of your locomotives and cars, $86,310 
for depreciation charges on equipment in service. One-hun- 
dred and fifty-four 20-ton capacity cars were retired during the 
year. The loss on equipment retired for the year in excess of 
the depreciation written up was $37,033.73, and this sum which 
was formerly a charge to maintenance is now charged under 
the revised accounting rules to Profit and Loss account. | 

The increase in Transportation Expenses is due to the in- 
crease in tonnage handled and to advances in the wages of en- 
gineers and firemen effective December 1st, 1909. } 

Transportation Expenses include $49,000 on account of ad- 
vances made in settlement of personal injury claims arising from 
the Little Woods wreck of November 11th, 1908. All important 
claims have now been disposed of and itis believed that in the 
final settlement the company will recover the entire amount 
paid on this account. 


ADDITIONS AND BETTERMENTS. 

- Two thousand eight hundred and forty-eight feet of creo- 
soted ballast deck trestle were constructed during the year in 
replacement of ordinary open trestles at an increased cost of 
$15,014. The total length of ballast deck trestles at June 30th, 
1910, is 9,278 feet. 
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The new passenger station at Hattiesburg was completed 


and placed in operation October 1st, 1909. The structure com- 


plete cost $77,079, of which $10,658 is included in Additions and 
Betterments for the current year. 

The new round house at Meridian is nearing completion. 
Twenty-five stalls and the new 80-foot turntable were placed in 
service on May Ist, 1910, and the remaining stall will be com- 
pleted about September 1st, 1910. The betterment charge for 
the year is $67,673. 

Passenger shelters were built at Hawkes, Petal, Millard and 
Honey Island and the station building at Moselle, the section 
houses at Sandersville and Hillsdale and the bridge foreman’s 


house at South Point were enlarged to meet present require- 


ments. 

Additional wells were driven at Meridian and Slidell to 
give an increased supply of water at those points and the water 
tanks at New Orleans were removed as the water is now ob- 
tained direct from the city supply. 

The work of ballasting the second track with cinders has 
been completed; 10,210 cubic yards were used during the year 
at an additional cost of $7,446. | 7 

"The round pile revetment was extended during the year 
4,158 feet at a cost of $14,497 and 96,096 lineal feet of piling 
were used in the work. 

Manual semaphore signals were erected at Seabrook, Little 
Woods and South Point at a cost of $638, to remain in service 
until replaced by automatic block signals. A contract has been 
entered into with the Union Switch and Signal Company for the 
erection of a system of three position, upper quadrant automatic 
block signals covering the district from Terminal Junction to 
Picayune. The work is in progress and will be completed about 
December ist, 1910. 

During the year 3,185 feet of side track on your right of 
way at Hattiesburg was purchased to afford a second track en- 


14 


trance to the yard, 4,099 feet of sidings were added at Meridian; 
3,048 at Moselle and 614 at Gunns. Saw mill tracks aggregat- 
ing 9,093 feet at Beatrice, Melrose, Igo, Enlo, Bilbo, Crest, 
Rhodes, Glade and Clifton were taken up on account of the 
closing of the mills, and 1,131 feet was added to side tracks in 
minor changes at various points. 

One combination mail and baggage car, 1 café car, 3 
caboose cars, 39 box cars, 80 flat cars, 88 drop bottom gondola 
cars and 1 Rodger ballast car were added to the equipment at a 
total cost of $183,219. Equipment trust payments charged out 
during the year aggregate $92,106.11. 


Property Investment account has been restated in con- 
formity with recent requirements of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission by charging to Cost of Road; first, Additions and 
Betterments charged during 1908 and 1909 to Current Income, 
$202,953.86; second, equipment purchased during the same years 
and charged to Replacement Fund, $173,535; third, the unpaid 
liability on cars purchased under a trust agreement, $173,426. 76. 
The same account has been reduced by $202,110, the amount 
held in replacement fund at June 30th, 1907, to cover the cost 
of replacing equipment retired and not replaced at that date. 

The attention of the stockholders is invited to the statistical 
tables furnished by the Comptroller for detailed information as to 
the operations of the company. 

The thanks of the directors and stockholders are due to the 
officers and employes for their faithful discharge of duty.

Your company owns 15.89 miles of second track from Terminal 
Junction to South Point, La., and 100.89 miles of side tracks. 


The main and second track are laid with 75-lb. steel rails; 
24.52 miles of side track are laid with 75-lb. rails and 76.37 


miles with 60-lb. rails. 


There are 2,621 lineal feet of steel bridges, 11,120 feet of 
ereosoted ballast deck trestles and 48,674 feet of open trestles— 
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in all 62,415 feet (11.82 miles) of bridge structure in the main 
line. This includes Lake Pontchartrain creosoted trestle, 30,206 
lineal feet (5.72 miles). There are also 120 feet of steel bridges 
and 4,216 lineal feet of trestles on side tracks. 


During the year four trestles 286 feet in length were filled, 
while existing trestles were extended eight feet incident to re- 
pair work. 

New side tracks aggregating 5.64 miles in length were laid

Your Company owns 74 locomotives, 54 passenger train 


ears and 2876 freight and other cars. 


The final payments on the car and engine trusts were made 
during the year. 

During the year 9 double drop bottom gondola cars, 48 box 
cars, 12 flat cars and 1 tool car were built or purchased and 
charged to Additions and Betterments. 

Two freight locomotives, 10 ordinary coal cars, 5 drop bot- 
tom gondola cars, 3 hopper dump coal cars, 9 fruit cars, 1 fur- 
niture car, 25 box cars and 46 flat cars were destroyed or sold 
and the cost of property has been reduced through the Better- 


ment Account by the original cost thereof. 


There still remains in your freight equipment 48 20-ton 
cars that are growing old and are of little use under the present 
traffic conditions. These will shortly require to be replaced by 


modern equipment. 


During the ten years ending June 30th, 1918, the freight 
equipment has been increased from 2,019 cars to 2,827 cars, an 
increase of 40 per cent., while the carrying capacity has been 
increased from 53,070 tons to 93,860 tons, an increase of 77 
per cent.

OPERATING EXPENSES. 


Operating expenses include in addition to actual expendi- 


tures the original cost of all structures superseded and a depre- 
ciation of 3 per cent. on the original cost of all existing locomo- 


tives and cars. 
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Maintenance of Way expenses includes $5,778 for completion 
of that portion of the Fruit Wharf at New Orleans, occupied 
by the tracks of the Company and $3,562 for expenditures 
caused by the re-arrangement of tracks and buildings incident to 
the construction of the new levee at New Orleans. The entire 
cost to the Company of rebuilding of the wharf and levee was 
$67,615. Maintenance of Way expenses also includes $8,915 
for original cost of open trestles replaced by creosoted ballast 
deck trestles, $2,435 for cost of the old passenger station at 
Laurel replaced by new depot and $786 for closets at Meridian 


shops replaced by new structures. 


15,589 cubic yards of fillimg have been used in maintaining 
banks; 35,486 cubic yards of slag, 14,167 cubie yards of cin- 
ders and 2,894 cubic yards of gravel were used in renewing 
ballast ; 147,481 ties have been used in replacement in main line 
and 46,628 in side tracks. Buildings, bridges and trestles have 


been well maintained. 


Maintenance of Equipment expenses include; in addition to 
ordinary maintenance charges, $95,173.92 for depreciation 
charges on equipment in service. Two locomotives and 99 
freight cars were destroyed or sold during the year. The loss 
on equipment retired in excess of depreciation, salvage and wreck 
damage, was $15,095.92, and this amount was charged in accord- 
ance with Federal accounting requirements to Profit and Loss. 


All classes of shop mechanics were granted an increase in 
wages on June Ist, 1913. The advance was made necessary by 
corresponding advances in the wage seale of other lines in’ the 
territory and will add to the cost of maintenance of equipment in 
future years. | 

Transportation expenses show a decrease of $2,877.11. 
They include $78,942 for injuries and expenses of the derail- 
ment at EHastabuchie, Miss., in the previous year. 
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ADDITIONS AND BETTERMENTS. 


The replacement of open trestles by creosoted ballast deck 
trestles has continued during the year, involving a betterment 
~ expenditure of $8,184. 


The additional cost of slag ballast over gravel ballast was 
$19,118.’ 


An overhead bridge was constructed at a cost of $5,141 to 
earry the tracks of the Meridian & Memphis Railroad over the 
right of way of the Company and by this expense a grade cross- 
ing was avoided and the permanent expense of operating an 
interlocker was saved and the constant interruption to opera- 


tion in the lower yard avoided.

The trackage agreement entered into with the New Orleans, 
Mobile & Chicago Railroad Company under date of February 
6th, 1912, granting to that Company trackage rights over the 
rails of this Company from Laurel, Miss, to Terminal Junction, 
La., proved unsatisfactory to that Company, and by mutual 
consent the agreement was terminated June Ist, 1913 and the 
traffic heretofore moved by that Company will now~be inter- 
changed at Laurel and handled by your Company for its own 


account.
